BILL TO PREVENT 
RAILWAY STRIKES 
GOES 10 CONGRESS 


It Provides for Commission of 
Nine to Fix Wages on All 
Lines for 3-Year Periods. 


WASHINGTON, May 
tion to prevent future railway strikes 
was proposed to Congress today 
Secretary Wilson of the Labor 


partment. A commission of nine to 
fix wage rates on all railroads for 
three-year periods was suggested. 

A bill submitted provides uniform 
pay on all roads engaged in inter- 
State commerce and provides heavy 
penalties for railroads paying more 
or less than rates prescribed. 

The system aims to. eliminate 
strikes and lockouts by creating a 
condition under which nothing would 
be gained by them. Workmen could 
strike if they chose, but since it 
would be illegal to pay them more 
than the amount prescribed by the 
commission or to change their hours 
of labor, Secretary Wilson believes 
there would be no strikes. All wage 
rates would be based on an eight- 
hour- law. 

In the initial three-year period 
railroads or their ‘employes could 
appeal for changes in rates if it 
appeared any were unjust, due to an 
emergency. The commission would 
sit in Washington and a continuols 
compulsory arbitration system would 
be created, The board would fix 
wages for water as well as rail 
sremerrneren systems.

out Pay Needed, 


pees Y HAVE VOLUNTEERED, 


Gov. Gardner: Will Proclaim 
June 5 Public Holiday—Pre- 
parations for Big Celebration. 


Definite information has been received 


from the Government that the regis- 


tration machinery of the Election Board 
is*to be used for the registration’ on 
June 5 under the selective censcription 


act. About 1500 persons wil be needed 
to the work of registrars and it is 
hoped that it will be done by volunteers. 

The indications today were that this 
hope would be realized. About 200 had 
volunteered up to noon, in addition to 
the 100 already listed, and they were 
coming fast at both the Mayor's office 
and the office of the Board of Election 
Commissioners, in person, by mail and 
by telephone. 

All of the Democratic judges and 
Clerks in the Seventeenth Ward volun- 
teered today to perform registration 
service without compensation on Regis- 
tration Day. 

The Mayor will be authorized to ap- 

point a board for each ward, one of 
the members of which will be a doctor. 
This board will pass upon the fitness, 
physical and otherwise, of those who 
register, and upon claimed exemp- 
tions, and will have the direction of 
the selection by lot of those who are 
to ge. 
Acting Mayor /loe said today he 
would co-operate cully with ,Gov. 
Gardner in the plan to make Regis- 
tration Day a holiday. It would be 
necessary, he said, if the registration 
was to beraccomplished in one day.

The National Security League and 
War Board of the Chamber of Com- 
merce will meet Monday and take 
steps to make registration day the big- 
gest patriotic event in the history of 
the city.

The day selected yesterday by 
President Wilson for registration of 
all men betwen the ages of 21 and 
30 will be proclaimed a public holi- 
dav in Missouri by Gov. Gardner. It 
will be celebrated on a large scale in 
St. Louis, with a great military and 
civie parade and public meetings. It 
is expected that the city will be deco- 
rated as never before with the Stars 
and Stripes and the flags of America’s 
allies. and that patriotic enthusiasm 
will be at a high pitch.

The American troops when they go 

the European battle front may 
take places to buttress the little 
Belgian lines, so tenaciously hold- 
ing fast to a strip on the extreme 
west—all of Belgium that escaped 
the German invaders. 

Belgian Front Suggested. 

The War Department today had no 
announcement to add to its terse bul- 
letin of last night which merely said 
Major General Pershing would lead 
a division of regulars. abroad “at as 
early a date as practicable.” But 
President Wilson's statement explain- 
ing his reasons for not accepting at 
this time Col. Roosevelt's offer of a 
division contained a phrase which has 
attracted much attention, and sug- 
gested the possibility that American 
troops will go to Belgium 

The President explained that reg- 
dlar anny officers whom the colonel 
wanted to take with his division were 
needed for “the much more pressing 
and necessary duty of training reg- 
ular troops to be put in the field of 
France and Belgium as fast as they 
can be got ready.” 

So far as ia known that wae the 
firat official mention of putting 
American troops in Belgium. and the 
sentimental value of sending troops 
bearing the American flag to the vio- 
lated soll of the little country in 
whose behalf all humanity has been 
aroused. has quickly been recognised. 
Those who favor it point out that 
since the United States entered the 
war to defend humanity against Ger- 
man aggression, its troops could not 
be better employed than in behalf of 
the outraged nation. 

Of course. American troops would be 
used otherwise, too. but in taking a 
place In the Belgian line they would ie- 
lease British and possibly French troops 
for other points. 

While this remains as @ ver/ strong 
probability, absolutely no information 
will be given out as to the destina‘ion 
of the American troops, the we to 
which they will be put or their time of 
departure. 

Destinations Withheld. 

No information will be given ont As 
to the date or places of departure -f 
Gen. Pershing and his staff, who will 
precede the troops to Europe. Deatina 
tions will also be withheld unti) trvops 
have been safely landed.

Uttimate Force of 2,000,000, 
The army taw, signed by the President 
fast night, provides for an ultimate force 
of approximately 2,000,000 men to back 
up the first troops to go to the front.

Pershing in Washington. 

Gen. Pershing has been in Washing- 
ton some days. He was personally 
summoned by Secretary Baker from 
the Southern Department, which was 
under his command until tast night's 
order was issued.

President's Proclamation Naming | 
“June 5 for Draft Registration 


Day Destined to Be Conspicuous in Our History 


PRESIDENT WILSON’S proclamation putting into effect the selective draft provision of 
the war army bill, and naming June 5 as the day for registration under the law, follows: 
} ingly make or be a party to the 


| making of any false or incorrect 
registration, physical examination, 
exemption, enlistment, enrollment 
or muster, and any person who shall 
make or be a party to the making 
of any false statement or certificate 
as to the fitness or liability of him- 
self or any other person for service 
under the provisions of this act, 
or regulations made by the Presi- 
dent thereunder, or otherwise evades 
or aids another to evade the require- 
ments of this act or of said regu- 
lationg, or who, in any manner, shall 
fail or neglect fully to perform any 
duty required of _him in. the execu- 
tion of this act, shall, if not subject 
to military lew; be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon. conviction in 
the District Court of the United 
States having jurisdiction thereof, 
be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year or, if subject 
to military law, shall be tried by 
courtmartial and suffer such pun- 
ishment as a courtmartial may di- 
rect.’’ 

Now, therefore, 1, Woodrow Wil- 
son, President of the United States, 
do call upon the Governor of each of 
the several states and territories, the 
Board of Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and all officers 
and of the counties and municipali- 
ties therein, to perform § certain 
duties in the execution of the fore- 
going law, which duties will be 
communicated to them directly in 
regulations of even date herewith. 


Registration on June 5. 

And I do further proclaim and give 
notice to all persons subject to reg- 
istration in the several states and in 
the District of Columbia, in accerd- 
ance with the above law, that the 
time and place of such registration 
shail be between 7 a. m. and 9 p. m. 
on the fifth day of June, 1917, at the 
registration place in the precincts 
wherein they have their permanent 
homes. Those who shall have at- 
tained their twenty-first birthday 
and who shall not have attained 
thelr thirty-first birthday on or be- 
fore the day here named, are re- 
quired to register, excepting only of- 
ficers and enlisted men of the Regu- 
lar Army, the Navy, the Marine 
Corps and the National Guard, ard 
Naval Militia, while in the service of 
the United States, and officers in the 
Officers Reserve Corps and enlisted 
men in the enlisted reserve corps 
while in active service. 

In the territories of Alaska, Hawali 
and Porto Rico, a day for registra- 
tion will be named in a later procla- 
mation. 


And I do charge those who through 
sickness shall be unable to present 
themselves for registration that they 
apply on or before the day of regis- 
tration to the County Clerk of the 
county where they may be for in- 
structions as to how they may be 
registered by agent. Those who ex- 
pect to be absent on the day named 
from the counties in which they 
have their permanent homes, may 
register by mail,, but their mailed 
registration cards must reach the 
places in whieh they have their 
permanent homes by the day named 
herein. They ‘should apply as soon 
as practicable to the County Clerk 
of the county wherein they may be 
for instructions as to how they may 
accomplish their registration by mail. 
In case such persons as, through 
sickness of absence, may be unable 
to present themselves personally for 
registration, shall be sojourning in 
cities of over 8,000 population, they 
shall apply to the City Clerk of the 
city wherein they may be sojourning 
rather than to the clerk of the coun? 
ty. The clerks of counties and of 
cities of over 30,000 population, in 
which numerous applications from 
the sick and from nonresidents are 
expected are authorized to establish 
sueh subagencies and to employ and 


deputize such clerical force as may

applications. 


Entire Nation in Struggaie. 
The power against which we are 


arrayed has sought to impose its will 
upon the world by force. To this end 
it has increased armament until it 
has changed the face of war. In 
the sense in which we have been 
wont to think of armies, there are no 
armies in this struggle. There are 
entire nations named. Thus, the men 
who remain to till the soil and man 
the factories are no less a part of the 
army that is in France than the men 
beneath the battle flags. It must be 
so with us. It is not an army that 
we must shape and train for war; it 
is a nation. To this end our people 
must draw close In one compact front 
against a common foe. 

But this cannot be if each man pur- 
sues a private purpose. All must_pur- 
gue one purpose. The nation needs 
all men; but it needs each man, not 
in the field that will most please him 
but in the endeavor that will best 
serve the common good, Thus, though 
a sharpshooter pleases to operate a 
trip hammer for the forging of great 
guns, and an expert machinist desires 
to march with the flag, the nation is 
being served only when the sharp. 
shooter marches and the machinist 
remains at hia levers. The whole na- 
tion must be a team on which each 
man shall play the part for which 
he is best fitted. To this end, Con- 
gress has provided that the nation 
shall be organized for war by selec- 
tion and that each man shall be 
classified for service In the place to 
which it shall best serve the general 

good to call him. 

The significance of this cannot be 
overstated. It is a new thing in our 
history and a landmark in our pro- 
gress. It is a new manner of accept- 
ing and vitalizing our duty to give 
ourselves with thoughtful devotion to 
the common purpose of us all. It is 
in no sense a conscription of the 
unwilling; it is rather, selection from 
a nation. which_has_ volunteered in 
mass. It is no more a choosing of 
those who shall march with the col- 
ors than it is a selection of those who 
shall serve an equally necessary and 
devoted purpose in the industries that 
lie behind the battle line. 


Conspicuous Day in History. | 
The day here named is the time 


upon which all shall present them- 
selves for assignment to their tasks 
It is for that reason destined to be 
remembered as one of the most con- 
spicuous moments in our history. 
It is nothing less than the day upon 
which the manhood of the country 
shall step forward in one solid rank 
in defense of the ideals to which this 
nation is consecrated. It is impor- 
tant to those ideals no less than 
to the pride of this generation in 
manifesting its devotion to them 
that there be no gaps in the ranks. 

It is essential that the day be 
approached in thoughtful apprehen- 
sion of its significance and that we 
accord to it the honor and the mean- 
ing that it deserves.

OFFICERS RESIGN 


Minister of War Announces In- 
tention of Introducing Iron 
Discipline Among Troops. 


ISSUES APPEAL TO THEM 
Provisional Government An- 
nounces It Is United in Rejec- 
tion of Separate Peaée. 


PETROGRAD, via London, May 19.— 
Minister of War Kerensky has iseuved 
the following order of the day to the 
army: 

“The country is in danger. Each one 
must do what he can to avert the peril. 
No request to be allowed to resign, 
made by officers in high command, with 
a desire to escape responsibility at a 
time so grave, will be accepted by me. 
Deserters are enjoined to return to the 
army and fleet by May 28. All infrac- 
tfons of this order will be severely pun- 
ished.”’ 

After a conference with the Govern- 
ment, the Duma Committee and the 
Council of Deputies, the commanding 
Generals have returned to the front. 

The Provisional Government declared 
today that it was united in the rejec- 
tion of a separate peace, and that it 
adopts as its aim the re-establishment 
of a general peace which will not tend 
either to domination over other nations 
or to the seizure of their national po- 
sessions—a peace without annexations 
or indemnities. 

The Government expresses its con- 
viction that the Ruesian army will not 
suffer the Germans to destroy Russia's 
western allies. 

M. Milukoff, former Foreign Minister, 
has refused to accept the Ministry of 
Education because his presence in the 
Cabinet would involve a responsibility 
for the projected foreign policy of the 
administration. He considers this policy 
dangerous and likely to compromise 
Russia's relations with her allies. 

New Cabinet Decided On. 

The Government and Democratic par- 
ties have agreed to distribute the port- 
folios of the néw cabinet as follows: 

‘‘Premier and, Minister of the Interior 
Prince Lvoff; Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Téreschtenko; Commerce and In- 
dustry, Konovaloff; State Controller, 
Godneff; Socialist Labor, Skobeleff; 
Justice, Pereveieseff; Food and Supplies, 
Pieschehonoff, Socialist; War and Ma- 
rine, Kerensky; Finance, Shingaroff; 
Posts and Telegraphs, Tseretelii; Ways 
and Communications, Nekrasoff; Educa- 
tion, Manuiloff. 

Prof. Grimm is appointed Minister for 
Affairs concerning the constitutent as- 
sembly, and Prince Shakhovsky, secre- 
tary of the first Duma, is Minister of 
public aid. 

Minister of War Kerensky, addressing 
the congress of peasants, announced 


his determination to introduce an iron > 


discipline into the army. .He made an 
impassioned appeal for support in re- 
storing the morale of Russia's military 
forces, and his speech was greeted with 
enthusiastic applause. A great demon- 
stration occurred after he finished his 
address. The delegates embraced tne 
Minister and carried him on their shoul- 
ders to his automobile. Kerensky said, 
in part: 

‘We must, befote everything, consoli- 
date the civic liberty the revolution gavs 
us, and we shall not do this if each does 
not do his duty to his tountry with com- 
plete self-sacrifice. Let us show the 
world we know not only how to destrov, 
but also how to create. 

“Soldiers, sailors and officers, I cail 
on you to make a last heroic effort. iI 
am your servant. Help me to show the 
world that the Russian army is not a 
demolished temple, but is strong and for- 
midable, capable of making itself re- 
spected and of defending the free re- 
public of democratic Russia. 

Will Introduce Discipline. 

“It may appear strange that I, a civil- 
ian, who was never a soldier, have un- 
dertaken the heavy task of restoring dis- 
cipline in the army, but I accept it be- 
cause 1 understand that this discipline 
is based on your duty and reciprocal re- 
spect. I have never known what this 
discipline s, but nevertheless propose to 
introduce an iron discipline into the 
army, and 1 am sure I shal) succeed. 

“This is necessary not only at the 
front, but aleo in the interior of the 
country, «n order to bring the liberty 
which has been conquered thto the co4- 
stituent assembly. This great national 
council, invested with’ sovereign author- 
ity, will show that it does not wish to 
repeat the sad events of the revolution 
in 1906, when the peasants conquered the 
land, but were not abie to keep it in 
their hands. 

“T am shortly going to the front. Al- 
low me, therefore, to say in the trenches 
that the ..uesian peasants wish to have 
the land which bélongs to them and that 
no force shall take it from them. But 
also allow mé@ to Say that the peasants 
demand, in order to achieve this object, 
that everyone shall do his duty in a 
epirit of self-sacrifice.”

NATHAN STRAUS ATTACKS RICH 
AT HOME OF ANNE MORGAN 


Vigoreus Remarks Occasioned by 
Complaint That They Are Not 
Contributing to War Relief. 
NEW YORK, May 19.—Seventy-five 
members of the National League for 
Woman's Service, in the home of Miss 
Anne Morgan, were surprised yester-

“I have given 
up my horses and my yacht and now 
my house is for rent or for sale. The

I know 
if Carranza has the merest rudiments 
of a sense of humor he musi have 
smiled deeply at the idea and again 
thankfully for the interception that res- 
cued him from having Arizona wished 
on him! 


Few Flags Seen in Kansas, 
Leaving’ the border at El Paso, pass- 
ing through New Mexico by night, awak- 
ening in Kansas next morning, one is 
struck by the sudden sense of somethings 
missing.

Mrs. Joseph and Mildred Becker

FATHER SLIGHTLY: BURNED 


Girl. Was Engaged to Be Married 
to Member of First 
Regiment. 


Mrs. Joseph Becker and her daughter, 
Mildred, 19 years old, were burned to 
death when their home, a frame cottage 
at 4754 Hamburg avenue, was destroyed 


by fire about 1 a. m. today. Becker was 
burned on the face and hands. He es- 
caped from the house after vainly try- 
ing to reach his wife and daughter in 
their attic bedroom. 

Becker, who is a metal worker, «m- 
ployed at night, returned home only a 
short time before the fire started. He 
told policemen there was a fire in the 
coal range in the basement kitchen. On 
reaching home, he said, he went into 
the dining room on the first floor, di- 
dectly above the kitchen. When he en- 
tered this room, he said, he noticed it 
seemed unusually warm. 

He took off his coat, he said, and 
threw it on the dining room table and 
then sat down on a couch to remove his 
shoes. A few minutes later, he said 
he looked up and saw the tablecoth in 
flames. As he described the fire, i 
spread rapidly and when he tried to g» 
up a stairway to his wife's room, flames 
forced him to retreat. 

Becker fled from the house and ran 
to the office of Dr. J. A. Youngman at 
5817 Gravois avenue. After receiving 
emergency theatment here he was take:: 
to the city hospital. 

The Becker home was destroyed. Fire- 


men found the bodies of Mrs. Becker 


and her daughter in the ruins at 2:30 
a.m. The house of John Meyer at 4750 
Hamburg avenue, next door, also was 
badly damaged. Meyer and his wife, 
Anna, escaped uninjured. 

The Beckers moved into their home 
only last Sunday. Oscar H. Dirks of 
4852 Mecklenburg avenue, a private in 
the First Regiment, was engaged to 
marry Miss Mildred Becker, his mother 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 


Death Forecast in Dream. 
Dirks visited Becker at the city hos- 


pital today. He confirmed his mother’s 
statement that he was engaged to Miss 
Becker. He called there last night, he 
said,. and remained until about 11:30. 
When he was about to leave, he said, 
Miss Beéker started weeping. He asked 
her why, and she said she dreamed the 
night before that she was going to die. 
Dirks said she.seemed greatly depressed 
by this dream and after bidding him 
good-by, said: 

“If I die I want you to put white 
roses on my grave.” 

Becker at the hospital today said the 
house was of flimsy construction and 
unplastered. The flue from the kitch- 
en range was in the room where the 
fire started.

PERSHING HAS NOTABLE 


RECORD 


AS A FIGHTER 


Saw Service in Indian and Filipino Casmpaigns 
and Was Promoted for Bravery in Spanish 
War—Native:- of Missouri. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Major-Gen- 
eral John Pershing, who is to lead 
America's first battle unit against the 
Germans, is 5 years old. He was born 
in Linn County, Mo., and was graduated 
from West Point in 1886, with the stamp 
of senior cadet captain, which meant he 
was highly regarded as a future sol- 
dier. He went into the cavalry and 
was sent to Gen. Miles’ forces. He be- 
haved gallantly in the Apache, Geroni- 
mo and Wounded Knee campaigns. 

In the Spanish-American war he was 
promoted for bravery at El Caney. 

In 18989 he was sent to the Philippines, 
where he was made executive officer of 
the Department of Mindanao and Jolo. 

In June, 1901, he was sent to the island 
of Mindanao, where a horde of mur- 
derous Moro Mohammedans were en- 
gaged in killing ‘‘infidels.’’ 

Gave Them Sound Druebbing. 

Pershing gave them their first check 
and a sound drubbing and then he went 
after .the principal mogul, the Sultan 
of Bacolo—who thought he possessed 
in the fortress of that town ample se- 
curity against the American forces. 
Pershing shattered the fort, routed the 
Malays and then, as Military Governor 
of the isiand, won big reputation as a 
militant; diplemat, for the natives 
eventually paid him allegiance, elected 
him as a datto and humbly accepted 
and carried out his judicial decrees, 

Later he led commands against the 
rebelious Jolos and subjected them as 
thoroughly as he had the Moros. 

Despite his years of Aistinguished 
service, 1906 found him with the title 
of Captain, but President Roosevelt 
gave him the record army promotion, 
jumping him over 862 other officers to 
the rank of Brigadier-General. 

In 1913 he was again in the Philip 
pines and completely reduced the. Moros 
to orderliness by his victory at the battle 
of Bagbag. He then became command- 
ant of the Eighth Brigade stationed at 
the Presidio, California, WJ to the time 
he was sent into Mexico after Villa. 

Married Senator Warren's Daughter. 

In 19% Gen. Pershing married Mias 
Frances H. Warren, daughter of United 
States Senator Warren of Wyoming. 
Thev had four daughters. tn the Pre- 
sido fife'on Aug. 17, 1915, his wife and 
three daughters were burned to death. 


In December, 1916, he was promoted to 
the rank of Major-General and was re- 
cently called to Washington to advise 
in the organization of his new army. 

Gen. Pershing at one time he intended 
to be a lawyer, and was graduated from 
a law course at the University of Ne- 
braska, but later entered the West Point 
Military Academy. 

The War Department's bureau of in- 
sular affairs was organized by Gen. 
Pershing soon after the Spanish War 
and for a time he was Its chief. During 
the Russo Japanese war he acted as 
military attache at Tokio and was with 
Kuroki's army. in Manchuria. '

Now is the hour of testing. A crisis Is at 
hand in your lives. Peace has gone. War is 
here. Your souls must change with this 
change; for better or for worse.  Middling 
virtue which can get by unchallenged in time 
of peace cannot survive in time of war. It 
must either expand into heroism or sink into 
baseness. The alternative presente itself to 
many of you now. It is an inspiring alterna- 
tive, fraught with the grand possibility of pa- 
triotic self-sacrifice. It is a fear-compelling 
alternative, carrying with it the other possi- 
bility of failure to rise to the occasion. You 
have the choice. Will you be worthy of the 
women of the Revolution and Civil War, who 
gave their sons, husbands, trothers and lovers, 
weeping yet esmiiing through their tears, 
broken-hearted yet grand-hearted, grieving 
to lose a man, yet proud of gaining a soldier? 

The women of Europe are gazing at you. 
Will you: measure up to their heroic propor- 
tions? Their patriotic sufferings have been a 
splendogato your éyes. Will you radiate back 
to them a like splendor? The answer to this 
question rests with you. 

It has become a truism that the blood of 
martyrs must moisten the roots of Faith be- 
fore fruit can glow upon the tree of Religion. 
Is not the same true of the blood of soldiers, 
of the roots of a nation and the fruit of a gen- 
uine: national greatness? The blood at the 
root gives the glow to the fruit. Suffering and 
gZreatness have seldom, if ever, been mutually 
dissevered either in the individual or the state. 

For instance, will not our imperfect sense 
of nationality be made perfect by the. trials 
of this war? Will not doubtful loyalty be 
made to blush, répent and transform itself 
radiantly? 

In religion, martyrdom is not a slaughter 
but a triumph, In the state, patriotism unto 
the shedding of blood is not a calamity tut an 
apotheosis. The mother of the seven Machabee 
martyrs urged them to encounter death for 
their palms. Will any of our mothers hold 
back their sons from glory? 

Let tenderness yield to magnanimity. “You 
are a mother. But so ts Columbia, and she has 
rights to the son as well as you. She has 
been in labor with us all that we might see 
the light of liberty; and what pangs! Do we 
owe her no return? We have been living on 
the fat of her land: some of us proscribed from 
our own land beyond the sea. Shall we have 
received without being willing to give? 

Besides, a dead backer of his country is a 
greater comfort to his mother than a live 
Slacker. The oné@ is a glorious memory for 
her, the other an tnglorious reality. 

And what is thére in the average life of a 
man with its “tomorrow and tomorrow and 
tomorrow, creeping in its pétty pace from 
day to day, often full of sound and fury 
signifying nothing”—what is there that should 
make a mother prefer it for her son to the 
splendor of a youthful military death for 
country? On the one hand she sees only a 
a career of labor, amusement, trouble, grief. 
perhaps wrongdoing, ending in decrepit old 
agzé; on the other hand an heroic oblation upon 
which “the gods themselves throw incense.” 

Were this a war of conquest you well might 
hesitate, But it ts a war of honor and self- 
deferiwe. We have a right to course the seas. 
To maintain that right we ought to be willing 
to die. A barrier has teen raised to obstruct 
us. We ghall break through it. or at least be 
broken in the attempt. Our honor requires 
this much of us. Our fellow countrymen have 
been sunk. They cry to us for reparation from 
the deep. More of them will run the same 
risk: they ask Columbia to clear a path. And 
are we so secure at home from foreign aggres- 
sion? Germany is by no means a conquered 
nation. Wé may s00n become one at her hands 
if we sleep on. She has held England, France 
and Russia for nearly three vears. Let us 
not exaggerate the“importance of the late 
allied successes. And the submarine! And 
the possible defection of Russia; ‘at least her 
disorganized condition! And Germany’s united 
persistency! We must take the initiative now 
or probably rue our negligence later. If Bn- 
giand hed waked up in time prospects would 
be better. Let us learn from her that safety 
lies in immediate action. 

We are paying a debt of gratitude to France, 
the land of Lafayette. We are fighting to re- 
store heroic Belgium and Poland. We may 
hope that Ireland will profit by our arms. In 
a word, the lessening of human suffering, the 
restoration and conservation of smaller states, 
the course of popular Governments, our own 
rights, honor and safety are the motives of 
our entrance into the war. For this we have 
the solemn statement of our President. His 
word lends weight t6 the personal views of 
the case which we may 
has issued the call to°arms. Hig authority is 
from God. We are safe in obeying. We are 
‘n the wrong if we do not. The President is 
weighted with a terrific responsibility; let us 
iessen its pressure by our loyalty, . Hie prefers 
loyalty even to success. Your church urgés 
you. Your Archbishops encourage you. Your 
own sense of honor urges you. 

Do not say: “War is terrible!" Lost honor 
is worse. Do not say: “How can we fight if 
we cannot eat?” For the President has prom- 
ised to whip food robbers into line. These 
ghouls who follow in the wake of war to 
plunder the brave will feel the tron hand of 
Government. Therefore give your sons.

Agricultural Committee, District Attorney George 
W. Anderson of Boston predicted “a social and 
political upheaval” in case Congress fails to check 
the outrageous increase in living costs. 

With the present sentiment in Congress, we may 
believe that taxes for the support of the war will 
be fairly well distributed between the rich and 
the poor. A difference to be recognized, however, 
is this: Many of the rich will have an oppor- 
tunity in the abnormal! conditions of war to re- 
coup the amount of their tax. The poor will have 
no such opportunity. 

We need not speculate now as to the form the 

predicted ‘‘social and political upheaval” will take. 
But if the poor, in addition to their own tax bur- 
den, are forced also to pay in increased cost of 
necessitics the taxes of middlemen and specula- 
tors and market-riggers, we may be sure that 
something is coming and that it will be a some-/ 
thing particualrly dismaying to péeliticians and 
slackers in high places. 
In spite of the prohibition on all monéy except 
gold and silver, the legality of the greenback was 
once sustained as a ‘‘war measure.” Would laws, 
to mitigate the hardships of war and prevent 
semi-starvation among the people have less im- 
munity as ‘‘war measures’? 
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That 45 per cent tax on incomes of $1,000,000 or 
more is something that most of us can read about 
with academic calm. 
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FRENCH STEELMAKING EFFICIENCY. 
John A. Penton of the Cleveland Iron Trade Re-, 
view studied industrial conditions in France for 
four months. To a late gathering of: foundrymen 
in this country he declared that France's effi- 
ciency in the iron and stee) industry leads the 
world, a subject on which he ought to be well 
qualified for judging: 

Our data as to the wonders of French wartime 
achievement are enlarged by this expert view. 
With all our appreciation of this amazing nation's 
efficiency ip other directions, we were not pre- 
pared for this disclosure. The iron industry} 
maintained itself with difficulty in France in 
the past. Its ‘ore deposits were limited and 
costly to mine. Its coal beds were far from ex- 
tensive. If, with the most valuable’ of its re- 
sources in both ore and fuel in the hands of the 
Germans, the nation has been enabled to obtain 
results worthy of the very highest recognition, we 
are supplied with a new index of French ingenuity 
and Frencu capafility.

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The Use of Black in Decorations .’. 


JRING the last few years there has 
D been a marked increase in the use 
of black in house decoration, and, 
when black is judiciously employed, in 
conjunction with bright color, the result 
may be good; but care and taste are 
needed, if this kind of decoration is to} 
be realiy successful. 

The mixture of black and bright col- 
ors, if the amount of each which is 
used is not well balanced and the plac- 
ing judiciously done, may have a restiess 
effect, and so render the room which 
is treated in this way anything bu! 
a pleasant place in which to spend 
much time. Indeed, a certain restiess- 
ness and overuse of ornament seems 
to be the chief fault of some of the 
most modern decorations. 

Small quantities of bright colors, when 
really skillfully used, are delightful in 
connection with black, but, if their em- 
ployment is overdone, the effect becomes 
dazzlirg and wearisome. The colors 
used with black should be, as a genera! 
rule; really bright, the most vivid reds, 
blues, purples, greens, and so on, or the 
effect may be dingy; though, occasion- 
ally, the result of an extensive use of a 
single color, such as blue, in a quieter 
tone, may be happy. 

An effective room may be arranged 
for those who like this scheme of deco- 
ration, in which all the woodwork, in- 
cluding such part of the floor as is not 
covered by a carpet and rug, is painted 
a dull black. 

The walis may be hung with a pale 
gray paper, having a rough surface. 
The carpet or rugs in such a room 
should be gayly colored, preferably 
Eastern; a Turkey carpet would be suit- 
able. If there are loose covers on the 
chairs, they may be baick, made with 
a piping of some bright colored material, 
and a three or four inch border round 
the lower ed@e.of the cover of the same 
stuff as the piping. 

A good effect is gained, in such a 
room, by having the window curtains 
hung on wooden rings from a fairly 
thick wooden pole, both pole and cur- 
tain rings being painted whatever gay 
color is most suited to harmonise with, 
or accentuate, the general effect. 

The curtains might be of black, with 
applique or stenciled borders in bright 
colors. Painted or black furniture is 
most suited for such a room, as the

N exhibition of dolls, dressed in 

A Servian national costumes, whicl, 
has been sent recently to the 

United States, is particularly interestin,s 
just now because of the various points 
of. similarity noticeable between their 
dress and feminine fashions sent by 
Parisian designers to America today. 
First of all, there is the apron; not a 
fluffy, fetching creation of Georgette 
Crepe or silk, as the French dressmak . 
er sends it forth this season, but a solid 
affair of bright-colored wools. 
skirts, too, are another distinguishing 
feature, and so are white sleeves. And, 
moreover, it would be difficult to find 
more vividness of color than these cos- 
tumes exhibit, even in this colorful 
year. 
One of these Servian dolls wears 43 
skirt striped with many colors, rather 
dark in general effect, in spite of rich 
green, blues, magentas and other bDril- 
liant hues. This is turned back, tunic 
fashion, over a white skirt which is 
edged with a narrow lace and finished 
off with a row of fancy stitching in 
orange-colored wool just above the hem.

COPENHAGEN, May 19.—Destruction 
of the Zeppelin J.-22, reported without 
detalis in an official British announce- 
ment on Monday, occurred off Esbjerg, 
within sight of the Danish coast, ac- 
cording to the accounts of eyewitnesses 
from villages on the shore. 

These accounts Indicate that not one 
but two Zeppelins were destroved on 
that day, inasmuch as the exp @sion of 
an airship off Terschelling was reported 
from Holland, at a point too distant to 
cover the same case. The loss of the 
second airship is attributed to lighthing. 
The L-22 was seen off Esbierg while 
making one of the customary dally ob- 
servation tours up and down the coast 
of Jutland. It was engaged by a Brit- 
ish airplane which presumably was 
looking for Gertnan destroyers that of 
late have heen fishing up British mine 
fields in this region. 

The Zeppelin was not far from shore 
and was plainly visible. Its opponents 
could not be seeh, but their presence 
was made known by the booming of 
guns Witnesses saw the airship dart 
upward after the first round of shots.

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[LEAGUE TO ENFORCE LAW 
FORMED IN COUNTY 


Announcement Is Made That Of- 
ficials Will Be Held Account- 
able for Violations. 


A law enforcement league, ‘with the 
Excise Commissioner chairman, a 
Saloon keeper as secretary and a min- 
ister as treasurer was formed at a 
mass meeting in the Clayton Court- 
house last night in a eoencerted move- 
ment to make St. Louis County a bet- 
ter place in which to live.

A committee was appointed to ob- 
serve the conditiéns in the county and 
to report instances of law-Lreaking. 
‘On the basis of these reports thé 
league will institute ouster im- 
| Psachment proceedings against offi- 

cials who fail to enfofce the law after 
being allowed reasonable time in 
Which to do so.

tains 92% poems by the great German 
lyrist. This, he says, is more than any 
other one or two volume edition of 
Héine’s works contains. Mr. Untermey- 
er made all the tranélations himself and 
many of thé vérses contained in his 
colléction have never before been ren- 
dered into English. Being a sincere and 
devoted admirer of the poét, he has ap- 
proached the work of translation with a 
sympathy that preserves both the spirit 
and the music of the original vefses. 
They are truly a poet’s translation of 
a poet. There is included in the volumé 
a prefatory essay on ‘Heine, the Man, 
the Poét and thé Paradox.’’ 
Of all of Heine’s poems, none, perhaps, 
is better than ‘‘The Weavers,” and a 
reproduction of Unttrmeyer’s rendering 
of it will give a #004 idea of thé gen- 
eral flavor of his translation. It fol- 
lows:

CLEVELAND, O., May 19.—It’s all 
wrong to suspend the stars of baseball. 
in the opinion of Hughey Jennings, man- 


ager of the Detroit Americans, The 
public, he says, pays its money to see 
the stars perform, and should not be 
cheated. The proper solution is to fine 
the offending player and see that the 
fine is paid, Jennings believes. 

“It isn’t treating the public fairly and 
it is not treating the club squarely to 
suspend the stars of the game.”’ Jen- 
nings said. ‘“‘People come out to see the 
stars play. We know that, for every 
time Ty Cobb is out of our line-up the 
wate receipts take a big tumble. And 
every time Walter Johnson is advertised 
to pitch in Detroit the receipts jump 
about 30 per cent. 

"What does a club get when a star 
is suspended? aA financial loss. And 
what does the star get? Nothing more 
fhan a vacution. Paseball clubs should 
fine the player for every day that ‘e's 
out of the line-up. 

‘‘Raseball clubs have been in the habit 
of paying the fines of their players, and 
in thie they are uliar, for in no other 
business does a firm fail to dock its «m- 
ployes, especially if they are trouble- 
makers. Any time a player's pocket- 
book is hit, you hit his weak spot. And 
that ie what should be hit: not the 
club that has his contract or the public, 
which pays the price to see him play.”

Let’s Modernize, Ban. 
HERE'S one feature about baseball 
today toward which Ban Johnson

The system. may seem all right, but it 
shows a fatal weakness here and there, 
which need not exist under different 
conditions. In this city and in certain 
other major league centers the scoring 
is done by a number of newspaper writ- 
ers, each taking turn, and the four or 
five splitting the $600 or $700 paid for 
the service. Formerly one man landed 
the plum, which caused many envious 
and sometimes jealous eyes to he cast 
upon the scorer. The split payment is 
supposed to quiet the storm in the bos- 
oms of the eligibles. 

It is not necessary to dwell on the 
unfavorable points in this system. 
Suffice to say that it is defensible 
neither on the score of efficiency nor 
of impartiality. 

The only proper way toe handle 
this matter seems to be to estab- 
lish a ataff of scorers, just as is 
done with umpires, under direc- 
tion of a chief of staff and the 
president of the league, Who shall 
order them to shift from point

The War Board of the Chamber of 


Commerce this morning called upon 150 
civic organizations of the city to mob- 
lize their efforts and surplus funds for 
the purchase of [Aberty Bonds. Acting 
President. Richard Hawes has request- 
ed that.the various organizations place 
the matter of the purchase of bonds be- 
fore the membership before next Thurs- 
day. 

Hawes sald he expected St. Louis to 
reapond to the call at the rate of $1,- 
m.900 a day from now until June 15, in 
order to take up the issue allotted to 
the city. 

Hawes said that more than 1,250,000 
stickers had been purchased by. busi- 
nese houses in two days that 56000 
flogan placards had been distributed, 
that grocerymen were wrapping up 
fiogan slips in every package, that 
every laundry was carrying the slo- 
gan aticker, and that enough of the 
stickers had not not yet been printed 
to supply teh demand from all over 
the State. 

Thousands of the slips and stickers 
are being printed daily and distribution 
will be made as fast as possible. “We 
have ordered ,enough stickers,” said 
Hawes, “to supply whatever deficiency 
there may be.’ 

The appeal to the civic organizations 
of the city was made unaer the battle 
ery of “Do It Now—Be a Minute Man,” 
and was closed with the statement: 
‘The man who shirks his duty now is in 
the samme position as the sentry who 
leaves his post.’’
